The 
poor will always be with ua Wo owe 
It to our fellow men lo know our neigh- 
bor and share liis troubles and prob 
lems. and only by thai method can we. 
in all fairness and righteousness, keep 
llie scales even in this life. 

"I am proud to face the problems oi^ 
the poor. with the Salvation Army In 
Kueh a trying hour, and I hope, that 
.\merltan men and women will stand 
with me In the work ahead of uii|. But 
lliey must be workers. I shall have no 
time to entertain mere observers."
